Nutrition Needs of Persons Over 40 


By R. and W. FRAZER 


In homes in which an elderly 
member of a family resides he 
may not wish to cause 
trouble involved in preparation 
of foods especially suited to his 
needs and +so merely eats from 
meal prepared for a family of 
younger ‘persons such portions 

“aS he thinks he can chew and 
digest easily. These are not ne- 
cessarily the vitamin rich foods. 


Not infrequently in such sit- 
uations a feeling of being un- 
wanted or a feeling of. being 
dependent causes resentment 
which results in chronic diges- 
tive disturbance’ which further 
limits the body's utilisation of 
food. 


We have just briefly men- 
tioned four factors which com- 
monly operate ta prevent eld- 
erly persons from obtaining 
adequate amounts and variety 
of foods. Because these “factors 
undoubtedly do operate in num- 
erous cases it is likely that mild 
vitamin deficiencies occur more 
frequently amongst elderly per- 
sons than among younger sec- 
tions of the population. 


Added to the other social; 
physical and economic causes 
there is the effect of age itself 
on the functioning efficiency “of 
certain parts of the body. 


It is very likely that gastric 
and other functions closely as- 
sociated in digestion and as- 
‘similation of -food become im- 


paired with .age. The liver and : 


pancreas for example, may he- 
come defective. 


There is a distinct’ possibility 
that elderly .persons fail to
